Oh, those 
irreproachable, dutiful, patient wives 
of yesteryear. who did everything for 
their men except take spontaneous de- 
light in them! The wiie of this sort 
embraced, endured, pitied; it was she 
whom somebody -(was it Wilde?) de- 
scribed as “a cross between an angel 
and an idiot.” 

Yet she wasn't always as stupid as 
she appeated ‘to be. She would not 
criticise «her husbazd to his face, so “he 
thought she blindly and Wully refused 
to criticise him at all. He should hive 
heard what she said to herself, or per- 
haps to her best woman friend! She 
could dismiss him as placidly and ter- 
rifyingly as did Victoria, the perfect 
Victorian ‘wife in Miss Glasgow's book:

Then there was Mrs. Dalrymple, who 
belonged in spirit-to the Naughty Nine- 
ties, or to the Edwardian Era—Mrs. 
Dalrymple with “a mind that had never 
been able to think twice about any- 
thing and a figure that had falsely 
advertised her as ardent.” She, too, 
despite her scandalous love affairs, had 
been essentially a Waiter, a person who 
took life and-men as they came to her, 
instead of going after what she wanted.

UP the tragedy of the Woman Who

Louisa, the Old Maid in “They 
tooped to Folly,” who waited all her 
life in vain for the ‘man ‘she loved. 
Even her eyes are opened at last to the 
Ppreposterousness of the point of view 
to which she was brought ‘up. 

“Being a woman, she knew that the 
miodesty of the past was-a false, not a 
true deity, and delighted in sacrifice. 
No, it: wasn’t worth it, she said ina 
‘strained whisper.'as if some one were 
listening; it wasn’t worth ft, at least 
to women. Nothing was worth all the 
deceit, all the anguish, all the futile 
hope and ineffectual é€ndeavor, all the 
pretense and parade, all the. artificial 
glamour and empty posturing,. of the

great Victorian tradition.. Yes, she 
knew... . She, knew what it’ had all 
meant to women. She had lived 


through the ages of waiting, and she 
knew every throb, every ache, every 
pang, every quiver. She had lived 
throu it- alk. Por her heart had 
cratkéd and broken as qtietly as the 
hearts. of all meres Southern ladies 
broke beneath the enameled’ surface of 
heautiful behavior. And now, cool, 
composed, indulgent, self-contained, 
and easily amused, she watched... with 
sympathy thé liberal manners. of the 
new céntury.”’ 

More liberal they are—even our own 

backward perspective of twenty years 
or so (to the time when we were in 
c@lege) supports this encouraging con- 
clusion. Girls, we repeat, have a better

Irrespective of publie utterances, re- 
_ ligious differences are just as vital 
in this gubernatorial contest as when 
the State broke away from the Demo- 
cratic Party last year and gave Hoover 
a majority of 13,717. 

The attempt is being made to wrest 
control of Democratic organization 
from those Democrats: who supported 
the national ticket of their party. The 
effort is to rebuke Gov. Harry P.. Byrd 
for having been loyal to Smith and 
to pave the way for a contest on Sena- 
tor Carter Class next year. 

The anti-Catholic party in Virginia 
is expected to vote in‘to-day’s Demo- 
cratic primary against the nomination 
of Dr. John Garland Pollard‘and in the 
event of his nomination to support 
William Mosely Brown, the fusion 
choice of Bishop Cannon and C. Bascom 
Slemp. : 

An impressive victory for Dr. ‘Pollard 
to-day ‘would go a long way toward re- 
establishing the control of the regular 
Democratic organization in Virginia. 
He has been indorsed by: Gov. Byrd. 
He is assalled by all those who ‘believe 
that Gov. Byrd has been trying to turn 
Virginia ‘over to the Pope. and’ that 
the Capitol at Richmond has been in 
daily “communication with Rome 
through the Arlington radio station, 
which happens to belong to the United 
States navy of which President Hoover 
is Commander-in-Chief. 

There is hardly y way of knowing 
how many. anti-Catholic Democrats 
who vote against Pollard to-day will 
stay at home on election day or else 
vote for the Cannon-Republican candi- 
date. Should Dr. Pollard fail to win 
over his-two rivals for the Democratic 


nomination by 25,000 or:more; some ob- - 


servers might incline to the view that
